petition of the Cornell crew to enter for 


race for the Visitor’s Cup was under consid-. 


eration. Only six stewards attended, 
of whom two -—r voted in favor 
of admission. Lord Camoys, recently elect- 
ed President of the Henley Regatta, whose 
casting vote alone admitted the Cornell four 
tothe race for the Stewards’ cup, voted 
against the admission of the crew for the 
race for the Visitors’ cup, and Zhe Sportsman 
continues as follows: If the rowing mem- 
bers have really held aloof their conduct is 
even more contemptible than the stewards.

LONDON, June 21.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
says we Wish the Government had followed 
the sound principle of letting O’ Donovan 
I. 4ea alone. Itis very fine for the Telecraph 
to talk about requiring America to treat tne 
planners of an insurrection as the Epgiisa 
Govirnment bas treated Herr Most, 
the proprietor of the Freiheit. We may re- 
quire as much as we please, but, unless we 
are much mistaken, America will give a short 
answer to such a requisition. It seems ex- 
tremely improbable that the American Gov- 
ernment will be allowed, either by tradi- 
tion or policy, to meddle with 
the Irish-American press. Any overt pre- 
parations for an expedition it will dou!})tless 
put down as it has done before. The News 
has an article almost exactly similar on that 
subject. Itsays: Althoughit is not likely 
that America willinterfere with the press, 
her Government has usually act- 
ed lovally and firmly when 
any real danger for afriendly power was 
planned within the American frontier. 

APPEAL FOR MONEY.

LONDON, June 21.—A dispatch from Rome 
It is impossible to describe the indig- 
nation the Marseilles affair has caused 
here. The Chamber of Deputies received

Consul had leen perfectly correct, and that 
they had done their utmost to prevent an in- 
sult to the Italian Escutcheon.

LONDON, June 21.—A telegram from Mar- 
seilles states the Prefect of Police has de- 
cided in the event of further disturbances to 
proclaim martial law. It details further dis- 
turbance and shows the rioters on each side 
did not come in confligtin bodies, but con- 
fined themselves to hunting down isolated 
individuals, some of whom were thus bar- 
barously murdered.

Six Men Will Die. 

MEDFORD, MASs., June 21.—The boiler of 
a dummy engine used for nnloading Phila- 
delphia coal vessels exploded atthe depot 
wharf this forenoon with terrible effect. 
The schooner Plowboy of Barnstable and 
several buildings in the vicinity were badly 
shattered, and Wm. Burnett, Cv.arles- 
town, stevedore, mut.lated beyond 
recognition, and Geo. Green, another 
workman, so badlv scalded that he died soon 
after. Four others are so badly injured that 
recovery is impossible. 


End of the Telegraph Litigation. 

NEW YORK, June 21.—Judge Truax, of 
the Superior Court, this morning rendered a 
decision in the caseof Rufus Hatch against 
the Western Union and other telegraph 
companies. He dismisses the complaint and 
dissolves the injunction restraining the 
Western Union Company from issuing their 
scrip for an increase of $15,000,000 of capital 
stock. The action in its nature is similar to 
that brought against the same company by 
William S. Williams, the decisionin which 
wus rendered yesterday.

ALBANY,June 21.—After the first ballot 
Potter of Saratoga offered a resolution that 
when the Joint Convention adjourns 
next Saturday it adjourn to meet on Monday 
noon, June 27, at the Town Hall, Saratoga. 
Foster objected on the ground that tne law 
compelled the Convention to sit at the State 
Capital. Madden objeeted on the ground 
that two sound Republicans would 
be elected before Saturday and 
therefore no reconvention on Monday 
would be necessary. Husted said the body 
could transfer its meetings by coneurrent 
resolution of both Houses, if one should be 
made. Potter said the resolution was offered 
in good faith, andif a concurrent resolution 
was necessary to carry into effect the purpose 
of the resolution he bad just offered,and such 
concurrent resolution had not yet been offer- 
ed in either House, he would see 
that one would be offered at once. Spinola 
(Dem.) said thatthe Legislature had long 
ceased to sitin obedience to their duties to 
the State. The members were now here and 
had been for several daysin obedience to 
the mere frulings of party interest. He 
wished it understood thatif either Republi- 
can faction expected by any sort of tactics 
to break the Democratic ranks they were 
mistaken,as the Democrats were determined 
to stand firm till an election was made. Has- 
kins ruled Potter’s resolution out of order, 
and that its object could be secured by only 
some concurrent resolution as the one sug- 
gested by Mr. Husted. Mr.Shendan moved 
to adjourn. The ayes and nays were called, 
and the motion was lost—ayes 69, nays 83. 


The Bribery Investigation. 

ALBANY, June 21.—In the Assembly bri- 
bery hearing this morning, Rosendale, asso- 
ciate counsel with Bangs, said Bangs was ne- 
cessarily absent attending Court in New York 
and he requested a postponement of the hear- 
ing until Wednesday. John J. Davenport 
said he could not be here to-morrow, but 
would be on Thursday. He desired to read 
the evidence of Strahan, and asked the com- 
mittee to direct the stenographer to furnish 


a copy of itto him; this was done. Counsel- 
lor Smith said Tillinghast is here this morn- 
ing and desires to give bis evidence. Unjust 
criticism has been indulged in before this 
committee relative to his absence on Friday 
last. He had notavoided appearing before 
this committee, and now desired to be ex- 
amined. He hoped he would be examined 
to-day. Peckham, a witness from Olean, has 
been here since Friday awaiting examination. 
He wanted to gohome, and he hoped the 
committee would permit him to give his evi- 
dence this morning. The committee decided 
to hear him, E. A. Walley, of Olean, sworn, 
said: ‘I had a conversation with Assembly- 
man Bradley at Olean, June 4. I said he 
was a pretty fellow to vote for Conkling and 
Platt, when all his constituents were opposed 
to their return. Bradley answered him,

mind, and now when he (Davenport) was 
ready to testify counsel was absent. It was 
or. A as the counsel could not again be 
present before Thursday, The committee 
refused by a vote of 4to3to hegr him, but 
agreed he should be heard Thursday. The 
committee also refused to hear Jas. Gilling- 
burst of the Central Railroad  uatil 
Bengs could be present. Counsel for Sena- 
tor Sessions remonstrated, but to no effect, 


J. A. Wallace, of Olean (Bradiey’s home), 
was, upon appeal of counsel, put on the 
stand. The testimony had proceeded but a 
few minutes before the committee refused 
to continue until Mr. Bangs should be pres- 
ent, by a vote of 4 to 3, which is the way the 
committee divides on all questions. 


Garfield’s Denial. 

LONG BRANCH, June 21.—President Gar- 
field, when asked in reference to the issue 
between Senator Strahn and John J. Daven- 
port,as to the Marshalship of New York, 
said: ‘If any one has promised any office in 
New York or elsewhere it has been done 
without consultation with me and without 


my knowledge. I may have spoken abou 
the filling of the office with a new ineumsbant, 
and a number of pames have been mentioned 
to me, but as for making any promise of the 
post it is absurd, and my view of the case is 
that there has been an entire misunderstand- 
ing between the gentlemen. I can not con- 
celve any other foundation for it.”’ 


A Humorous Politician.

ALBANY, N. Y., June 21.—During the sec- 
ond ballot Assemblyman Trimble, of New 
York City, presented a petition signed by 
3,000 constituents expressing the hope he 
would endeavor to maintain the deadlock in 
order that ex-Vice President Wheeler, known 
as the “Lone Fisherman,” might not get to 
the fishing grounds and deplete the waters 
of fish. The petition excited great mirth 


and was declared out of order. Senator Mur- 
tha moved to adjourn, Assembly- 
man Hickman called for the ayes and nays. 
The Democrats and Stalwarts voted aye and 
half-breeds no. The motion was carried, and 
the Convention adjourned at 1:22 p. m, 


Suit Against Brady. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—A suit was filed 
here to-day against General Brady, ex- 
Third Assistant Post-Master Gen- 
eral, by John A. Walsh, 
to recover $28,058. Walsh was formerly a 
banker in Washington and he  ad- 
vanced to Brady about .$33,000 
in four different loans. Brady paid 


back, so the papers of the suit set forth, two 
payments, leaving a balance due 
of $28,058. Hine, Walsh’s counsel, 
declares that the suit has no connection orre- 
lation with the Star Route prosecution at all, 
but is instituted to recover money while 
Walsh was in the banking business. 

He took the Star Route contract as secu- 
Ae, for the loan to the contractor. The tatter 
failed to pay and alsh got the contract 
which w:s subsequently expedited. It is said 
that Brady considered +9. of the loan from 
Walsh as his share of the expedited contract, 
and hence his refusal to pay back. 

RELIEVED FROM GRAND JURY SERVICE. 

Schulter, the French painter who 
was employed to do the work 
in the Post-Office ‘ Department 
under Bradley’s administration, and who 
was drawn on the Grand Jury before which 
the Star Route cases are to be presented, 
was to-day relieyed from ser- 
yice on} the jury by the Court, 
because his name was not correctly spelled 
in the jury list.

A MAGIC MAD STONE. 


How a Kansas City Good Samaritan 


Prevents Hydrophobia. 
From the Kansas City Mall. 

“] will give a hundred dollars,” said Mr. 
J. M. Dickson at the Pacific House yesterday 
evening, “for any case Where a person has 
been bitten by a mad dog and my mad stone 
refuses to stick.’’ Then, after a pause, he 
added: ‘‘I will also give a hundred dollars 
for any case in which my mad stone will 
stick on a person who has not been bitten by 
a thad 5 

Mr. Dickson is a brother-in-law of Mr. 
John Hall, proprietor of the Pacific House. 
The brother-in-law conducts the establish- 
ment. On last Wednesday he applied his 
stone toa patient who had been bitten by a 
mad dog. The sufferer was acolored girl 
from Sedalia. She was about 
sixtecn years old and her 
mame was Lamson. On the _§iIn- 
terior surface of the thigh, near to the groin, 
was the wound made by the rabid animal. It 
was eight days since the girl had been bitten, 
and the tooth marks had scabs over the:n. 
In nine days all the horrors of bydrophobia 
result from the introduction of the virus. 
Mr. Dickson took the girl back into room 90 
in the hotel. There two women attendants 
divested the sufferer of most of her clothing 
and laid her upon acot, The wound was ex- 
posed. Mr. Dickson took a knife and remov- 
ed the scabs. Blood commenced to flow. The 
mad stone was then applied. The patient 
trembled violently. Every portion of her 
frame quivered. She was on the verge of 
hysterics or spasms. Like a needle to a mag- 
net ene adhered to the bleeding spot. 
Mr. Dickson placed the point of his knife 
blade under the porus cube of mineral and 
attempted to raise it. Bv means of the lever- 
age thus established he raised one end of the 
little stone, - He then withdrew 
the knife and the stone fell back 
to) its former {position with the elasticity of 
a piece of Indiarubber. For fifteen minutes 
the stone stuck'to the scarified place, then it 
fell off. A vreenish yellow, ill-smelling pus 
Was seen upon the portion that had been next 
tothe wound. This, Mr. Dickson says, was 
the virus drawn from the wound. He 
cleansed the stone, immersed it in sweet 
milk and againiapplied it. Again didit ad- 
here. A peculiar sensation, a sort of series 
of thrills, pervaded the system of the patient. 
Hcr nervous excitement gave place to an- 
other feeling, more intense but indescriba- 
ble. Her breathing became heavier and 
quicker. Her eyes, with pupils dilated, were 
nxed on the ceiling. Four times did Mr. 
Dickson apply the stone, and _ four 
times did it cume off having one 
side covered with afoul! yellow fluid. Each 
time the stone remained about fifteen min- 
utes. Within half an hour the girl’s heavy 
breathing and strain began to subside. Grad- 
ually it began to decrease, Mr. Dickson ut- 
tempted toapply the stone afifth time. It 
refused toadhere. Repeated attempts re- 
sulted onlyin failure. ‘*Getup,’’ said he; 
**your system is as free from hydrophobia as 
mine.””’ Thenthere was a scene of wild 
transport. The girl was locked in her sister’s 
arms, crying and acting hysterically. The 
sister, amarrie(l Woman, thrust her hana 
into her pocket and pulling out ten dollars, 
all the money she hud, pressed itupon Mr. 
Dickson. He, however, refused to accept of 
any remuneration. The girl remained till 
after the crisis, the ninth day, was 

assed. She then returned to her friends in 

dalia with a lighter heartthan she had on 
leaving thattown. Mr. Dickson is a tall, 
commanding appearing man of about 45. He 
is a Missourian, having been reared in the 
vicinity of Palmyra. The stone, he said, had 
been in the possession of bis family for about 
seventy years. It was given to his father ly 
a gentieman named Captain Massie, who was 
an intimate and jong cherished friend of Mr. 
Dickson, senior. e stone is a light, porous, 
grayish butt cube,about the size of a large 
die. Forthe benefit of those who do not 
Mrow dice, it may be well to say that the 
cube isabout a third ofan inch in diameter 
Captain 
Massie had a stane exactly twice the size of 
this one. With a fine saw Captain Massie cut 
in two the stone and gave half of it 
to Mr. Dickson, retaining the other 
This was tong before the 
elder Mr.Dickson was married for many ye r; 
the stone was kept on the Dickson farm near 
to Palmyra. Men came hundreds of miles to 
be healed by it. Among those was William 
H. Tyner, of Tennessee. Mr. Tyner lived 
eight miles east of Memphis. A mad dog bit 
him and two other persons. Italso bit some 
stock. Mr. Tyner went to Memphis and took 
a steamboat to St. Louis. From there he 
vovagedon the Upper Mississippiaand from 
alanding went to Palmyra. On the eighth 
day about noon he reached the spothe sought. 
Tyner bad been badly lacerated by the 
beast. Ile had beer thrown down 
und torn. Mr. Dickson, senior, laid 
him down and worked with him all 
afternoon. The stone was put to him in 
many places and a wonderful amount of 
greenish, -vellow matter withdrawn. With 
creat trepidation Mr. Tyner awaited the ninth 
day. It came, but with it no evil symptoms. 
Tyner lived for many years, and wrote many 
athankful letterto the owner of his pre- 
server. 

The two persons who, besides Tyner, were 
bitten, died terrible deaths in the throes of 
hydrophobic frenzy. The stock also died. 

About twenty-five vears ago two Saline 
county boys were bitten bythe same dog. 
The father of one of the boys took his sonto 
Palmyra and had the stone put to the tad. 
Kecovery followed. The father of the other 
boy was an ignorant, positive man, who had 
an opinion of his own that madstones were 
humbugs. This man did not take his boy to 
Palmyra. Comsequently he was a witness to 
his son’s horrible death which took place in a 
few days. A man came in from Topeka 
about twelve days ago, having receive.l a 
rabid dog’s biteonthe back of the hand. 
Mr. Dickson pution the stone. It drew. but 
pot so hard as in the case of the Lamson girl. 
The man writes that he has totally recovered. 
Mr. Dickson estimates that since the 
stone bas been in his family it has been ap- 
neg about fifty times and eaeh application 

ms been a successful one. The adiministra- 

The stone is immers- 

“lin sweet milk and then placed upon the 

raw surface of the wound. If the virus or

A Gem of Art. 
From the New York Herald. 


A private view was given last eyening at che 
photographie gallery of Marc Gambier, Nos. 
i4and 16 West Fourteenth street, of a rich 
and artistic casket Which fs to contain the ad- 
dress of esteem and regret prepared by 
L’Union des Societies Francais de New York, 
and signed in sheets by some 3,000 French 
residents of the city, for presentation to M. 
Edmond Breuil, tbe retiring French Consul 
Gereral. M. Breuil was present. The casket, 
inthe style of the First Empire, is of the 
purple bois amaranthe, and is ornamented 
witu chiseled gilt bronze rosettes and trim- 
mings. It is eight and three-quarter inches 
high, twelve anda halfinches broad and four- 
teen and a_ half inches long. The 
main body of the cover is composed 
of a slab of white Mexican onyx, in the 
center of which isaffixed an artistic piece of 
goldsmithery. ‘This, of “gage redand green 
gold and colored enamels, is composed of an 
American shield, bearing in relief the mono- 
cram of the Consul General, which is topped 
by an eagle and surrounded by branches of 
ofive bound together by aribbon on which is 
inscribed, **New York, 26 Mai, 1881.’’ This is 
the work of Henri Pinard. The casket is by 
Marcotte & Co. The frimed frontispiece, 
which is to lie on top of the pile of sheets of 
signatures to the address, is a decorative 
water color design by Alexander Sandier,and 
a charming conception. The field on the 
tield onthe right is occupied bya marble 

edestal, which bears the inscription, *‘Les 

‘rancais de New Yorka Monsieur Edmond 
Breuil.” On the pedestal stands a young 
Cupid, whose slight draperies are blown by 
the wind, holding an antique _ shield 
which bears the initials ““E. B.,”’ 
surrounded by _ laurel leaves. To 
his right leans against a pedestal a graceful 
figure of a young girl, just dipping a quill 
into en inkstand and aboutto signa parch- 
ment. Her red draperies are well arranged 
about her legs, and she stands on them, with 
her feet together, like the figure in the de- 
sign, by the same artist, which took the sec- 
ond Prang prize in 1879. Behind the girlis 
ayoungtree. Leaves and flowers are decora- 
tively arranged adong the edges of the field. 
The main design, arched at the top, is setin 


tered with gold. In the center above is out- 
lined in gold the coat of arms of the State. 
Ateither side of this swing festoons of 
leaves, which also are pendant on the right 
andleft.. The address, the first letter of 
which is ornamented by a neat pen and ink of 
a seated female figure, is first’ signed by the 
Committee of the Union of the French Socie- 
ty—Eugene Lebeuf, President; Henri Pinard, 
Second President; Eli May, Secretary Gener- 
al; S. Rosenstiel, L. Bourdonnay, J. Vidal 
and L. Mercier.

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Eccentric Washerwomen. 
Cor. New York World. 


The Mexican women like their most remote 
ancestresses persist in washing on a stone— 
**losa de lavadera”’ on theil knees at the side 
of a stream, or if at home, still in the same 
positions on the identical stone slab, with 
cold water and a very little soap—often with 
only a saponaceous herb called ‘‘zacate,’’ and 
they rinse in a wee bit of a *‘ibatea,”’ which is 
little el-e than a small ‘‘dug-out” or rude 
tub. Owing tothis slow process every family 
of four or five persons must have two or 
three laundresses, and even tben it is difficult 
to get clothes returned under two or three 
weeks. In fact, the women of the lower 
class seem to have no idea of the lapse of 
time, for they stop adozen times a day to 
smoke and gossip, yet they are, after all, 
good, harmless souls. Mexican families who 
bave been in the United States and American 
colonists also have bought tubs, washboards 
and even had washing machines brought 
here, but to no purpose. These Aztec women 
detest the *‘modern helps”’’ quite as heartily 
as they do the lonm-handled “Yankee 
brqgom.’’ As to punctuality—why these 
lsundresses have no idea what it means. 
For example, an American (they impose 
more on us than on their own ople) may 
give a washwoman his linen. Three or four 
weeks may elapse and itis not returned. He 
furciesit has been stolen. Notatall. The 
victim will on investigation find that the 
laundress, haying been invited to a christen- 
ing, a dance or a bull-fight, has pawned his 
clothing to get money to buy finery for the 
festive occasion. If Mr. A.’s htinen suffers this 
fate he need not be alarmed, patience alone 
is necessary. The woman will then pledge 
Mr. L.’s clothing and redeem Mr. A.’s from 
the pawn-shop until she has earned enough 
to come out square with all her customers.

Seeking the Jeannette. 
From the New York Herald. 


The communication from Capt. Hooper, at 
Ounalyska, stating bis intention of exploring 
northward onthe coast of Siberia,is read with 
great satisfaction here by those interested in 
the search for the Jeannette. Col. Burkley, 
who had frequent interviews with Capt. 
Hooper, and who is thoroughly conversant 
with the country, tells me he fully expected 
the Captain to doso,as he Will have plenty 
oftime to make that exploration before an 
opening in the ice will permit the Corwin to 
pass through Behring Strait. The Colonel 
says this overland experience will be 
invaluable to the men offi- 
cers of the Corwin. \ will 
find numbers of the Reindeer Tchouckte 
Indians in the interior, from whom they will 
be able to procure reindeer meat for subsist- 
ence, relieving the expedition of considerable 
transportationin the matter of food. The 
Indians will also be of great service to the 
party in making a journey to the shores of 
the Arctic Ocean, from the head of Plover 
Bay to the head of Katuchin, Bay, about 120 
miles, and over the smooth ice of this bay to 
the Arctic, some 80 miles—in all about 200 
miles tothe ocean. In latitude 67's degrees 
this journey can be continued northwest 
along the coast until the ship ean get in the 
Arctic and pick them up. Camops of the Rein- 
deer Tvhouekte are moving over that coun- 
ry constantly, and the villazes of the sea 
coast communicate rapidly with each other 
when the land is hardened by frost, or when 
they can travel over water by smooth bride 
ice from one point to another. Hooper’s 
course is the product of a brain fertile of re- 
source.

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BLACK WALNUT. 


Good Tidings for Missouri Land Own- 
ers. 


From the New York Tribune. ° 


The tnoreased scarcity of walout timber has 
recently excited the attention of dealers, sey- 
eral of whom were visited a day or two ago 
by a Tribune reporter. ‘‘Walnutis growing 
scarce,’’ said Mr. Ogden, who has been fifty 
years in the business and isthe head of the 
firm of Ogden & Co., the largest wholesale 
lumber dealers inthe city. ‘*The price has 
increased 10 per cent and will eventuaily 
reach that of mahogany. The reasons are that 
it is necessary to zo a longer distance for the 
wood, and besides it is being exported 
to England “4 the shipload. Kast 
of the ississippi black walnut has al- 
most entirely disappeared. We obtainit now 
from Iowa and Missouri, and there is some 
in Arkansas. There is black walnut in 
Michigan and Tennessee, but the supply in 
Ohiois nearly exhausted, and in a compara- 
tively short time—perhaps ten years—it will 
he nearly all gone. As to what will take its 
piace itis hardto say. Thereisan increas- 
ing demand for mahogany now, and that will 
probably come into greater use; while there 
will be a greater variety in the use of woods, 
and maple, ash and oak will be more general- 
ly employed. New York and Boston are 
large centers for consuming black walnut, 
axe in Cincinnati, Chicago and Grand Rapids 
the furniture interests are extensife. 


“For furniture black walnut is next to 
mahogany, the best wood, as white oak and 
otber woods have to be kept a verv long time 
in order to become sufliciently seasoned. We 
buy here from a millionto a million aod a 
half feet of black walnut a year, while the en- 
tire receipts in the citv are, speaking rough- 
ly, probably about six millions. The founder 
of this firm, John L. Brower, in 1817, was the 
tirst man tointroduce black walnut into use. 
He found great difficulty. in inducing people 
to use it. ewer see A in which the firm form- 
erly exclusively deait, was the fashion. Peo- 

le thought no native wood was good enough. 
The first black walnut was cut in the center 
or western part of this State and came down 
the Erie Canal inlogs. Weused to get it 
from back of Newburg and Catskill; then we 
went back to Rochester and Oneida 
and the Genesee Valley. Then Buffalo 
became a lumber port and black wal- 
put was bougnt along Lake Erie and in West- 
ern Pennsylvania. Michigan was entered 
next for black walnut. We were the first to 
self Michigan pine, but people preferred the 
Genesee Valley pine, which had a high repu- 
tation. Then Ohio became a source of black 
walnut, and now it is necessary to go west of 
the Mississippi. There is stilf a belt of black 
walnut country from Lake Superior to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Asthe country is opened 
further west the black walnutis rapidly cut 
off and finds a marketin Western cities. It 
seeins likely that mahoganywill be used more 
and more. The price of black walnut is from 
$30 to $100 a thousand and of mahogany from 
$125 to $150. Tree-planting would be of little 
avail, for a tree requires from 50 to 100 years 
to attain a valuable size.’’ 


A Center street dealer said: ‘*Black wal- 
nut bas advanced $20 a thousand in the last 
three months. The supply is being exhaust- 
edend large qeantities of the best quality 
are being shipped to Europe—more ang em 
than ever before. It eomes largely from Ten- 
nessee, With some from Indiana and Michi- 
gan. QOhiois played out. There has been 
reckless cutting, beat black walnut is a 
scarcer wood tham oakor chestnut. Muck 
has been used in the West of late.

and Philadelphia all together. The tree 
grows best in rich bettom lands.

Mahogavy is the coming 
wood. I consider black walnut the poorest 
wood for furniture, as it will give out, warp 
and twist, but it has been the fashion for fif- 
teen years. The Government buildiugs here 
and in Washington were fitted out with ma- 
hogany two or three years ago; itis lighter 
and more durable.’’ 

A wholesale furniture dealer in Elizabeth 
said: **I consider the increased price of black 
walnut to be duetothe necessitv of trans- 
porting ita longer distance and. also tothe 
increased shipments to Europe. 
there is no reason to fear any greatand sud- 
den scarcity of the wood. A large deader just 
returned from the West tells me that there is 
an ainple supply in the more unsettled parts, 
even where the Indians still are, and that the 
wood is to be found in Idaho and Wyoming. 
He has five or six movable sawmills constant- 
lv running, and from his large experience I 
should savthat there will be black walnut 
enough to meet all demands for a:long time.’’ 

There is said to be great alarm in.the West 
amony manufacturers who have large invest- 
ments in the business. Among the woods in 
Central America suggested as substitutes for 
black walnut are, besides mahogany,. rose- 
wood, cocobello, a hard and beautiful wood, 
ebony caray, or tortoise-shell wood, guachi- 
filin, a handsomely variegated wood, and 
several other varieties.

Upon this Lord Randolph Churchill made 
some severe but not byany means discour- 
teous remarks on the °ffect of Sir Williim’s ad- 
vice. Then ensued the following interchange 
ofamenities. Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
looking at Lord Randolph Chuxzchill, said to 
him across the floor of the House: 

**You little ass!’? 

To whieh Lord Randolph. not unnaturally 
replied: 

‘You d—d fool!” 

Instantly Sir William jumped upto order 
with fellintentions. Mr. Labouchere, who 
had meantime risen, at once gave way, and 
members chuckledin the expectation ofa 
breeze. But Sir William tien apparently re- 
flected that if Lord Randolph might be an ass 
he himself might be a fool, and he sat down 
again.

The men on canal boats now 
are generally the worst kind of ignorant 
Lrishmen.?’ 


The speaker was Byron Thomas Ingersoll pe Falmouth, Lord Roseberry and several 


| others, asking if it would pay them to send 


(he disclaimed any relationship to ‘*Bob’”’ 
Ingersoll), the captain and owner of the canal 
boat F. H. Platt, which lay recently with fifty 
or sixty other equally gracefu! specimens of 
water craft off piers 2 and 3, East River. Cap- 
tain Ingersoll was a tall, stalwart man, with 
arather intelligent face, and a decidedly 
rustic dress. His boat, however, was as at- 
tractive as a canal-boat canbe. The cabin 
wa’ neat as wax, while two or three striking 
chromos lightened its walls. The afterpart of 
the deck was protected from the hot rays of 


|} thesun by a canvas awning, under which 


were hung asmall swing and a hammock. 
The worthy Captain was busily engaged in 
roeking a baby six months old,while his three 
otker children were amusing themselves with 


the swing. 


“You don’t think then that any of the canal 
boatmen of to-day will ever be President of 
the United States?’ he was asked by a Trib- 
une reporter. 

“No, I don’t. The men who own the canal- 
boits to-dayare just as good as they were 
twenty years ago, and better, in one respect, 
for you rarely hear now of fights among 
them. But we bhaven’t made much money 
on the eanal in the last five vears, and we 
can’t afford to hire our workmen by the 
vear; so that we have to take anybody we can 
pick wp when we happentoneedaman. Of 
course, we couldn’t get good men to work 
for us for only two or three weeks ata 
time.” 

“TIow many assistants do you have on your 
boat ?”* 

“Pweto drive hy twoteams of horses and 
one to work on the boat and take turns 
steering.” 

‘*How long does it take you to make a trip 
to Buffale and return?’’ 

“Qurrunning time is from twenty to 
twenty-five days, but we never make more 
than one round trip amonth, as we have to 
unload our cargoes. My boat will carry 
7,800 bushels of wheat, for transporting 
which 1 get 5% centsa bushel. Out of this I 
haveto pay each of my three men $15 a 
month besides their board. I have to keep 
my four horses, and when I get to Troy Iam 
obliged to leave two of them there until I get 
back, as IT have only room for two on the 
boat. Then it costs $28 to have my boat tow- 
ed from Troy. So you see you cin’t make a 
fortune running a canal boat.” 

‘“‘Whatis the most you ever cleared in one 
year?” 

‘*In 1872 1 made $2,500. For two or three 
years after that it was about all I could do to 
make enough to live on. Last year I made 
$1,200, and the year before that $700. This 
year 1 hope to do better. My boat when new 
cost $5,000,” 

“Does your family live on the boat the en- 
tire year?” 

“No. My home is at Fulton, but in sum-. 
mer my family comes with me for a change, 
Many of the canal men, however, stay on 
their boats with their families the whole 
year. 


Help for the Hebrews. 
Herald Interview with Mr. Sanger. 

Upon asking Mr. Sanger what his co-relig- 
ionists intended to do he stated that the He- 
brews m America would unite in a common 
effort with those of Europe to alleviate, as-far 
aus possible, the miserable condition of: the 
people who had suffered and who were suf- 
fering so much because of their race and 
origin. The Israelites of France had issued 
anuddress, which he had just received, for 
the purpose of collecting funds in aid of the 
oppressed Russian Jews. The address had 
been sent abroad underthe auspices. of the 
Allianee Israelite Universelle. The following 
is a copy of the circular:

No. 35 RUE DE TREIRSE, Paris. 

Russia now presents a spectacle which re- 
cails the darkest days of the Middle Ages. At 
Klizabethgrad, Kiev, Odessa, Cherson and 
otber important centers Jews are assaulted, 
their houses pillaged and their property, is 
stolen, burned or destroyed. Nor are they 
spared bodily injury; women and children, 
young and old, are attacked witaous pity; 
many have been kijled, many wounded. 

The evil is daily spreading; neither the 
power nor the prestige of the Government 
has been able to repress it. Disastez is great. 
The Jews are fleeing in al} directions. without 
shelter, clothing or food. From what source 
is succor to come? 

Up to the present time private charity alone 
has helped them. The laws of Russia afford 
no protection, and subjectthem to a bitter 
reign ofexclusion and intolerance, 

Publicopinion has deen profoundly agita- 
ted by this revival of barbarism inthe Nine- 
teenth Century, and has manifested a lively 
sympathy toward the victims ofthis abomin- 
able persecution.

Lorillard and Keene—What the English 
Will Do—KEtiquette. 
Gath in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I asked for an estimate of the respective 
quality of Pierre Lorillard and James Keene. 
“They are very different men,” said my 
friend; ‘‘Keene is a prig, one of the codfish 
aristocracy. He assumes coldness and in- 
difference when his horses win, does not 
know much about the turf, carries an um- 
brellaon the race course, puts his head be- 
hind his back, and looks above thecircum- 
stances of winning. He likes consideration, 
and that took him on_ tbe turf, but it isto be 
said in his favor that he pays liberally for his 
horses.

Lorillard is a highly nervous, enthusiastic 
man, With a sincere ambition to distinguish 
the country on the foreign turf. His brother, 
George Lorrillard, who is an invalid, cares 
nothing about racing in England, and wants 
to see his horses 1un in his own country. 
Ever since Parole made a success in England 
Pierre Lorrillard has had a burning thirst to 
win the Derby, and to winit-again. Heisa 
generous man and pays close attention to his 
tobaeeo factory as formerly.

THE LIBERIAN EXPERIMENT. 

The Liberian experiment, which year by 
year is feebly worked upon by a lot of weak- 
minded American philanthropists,-is still in 
the market as one of the solutions of the color 
problem. About springtime every yearsince 
1820 the Liberian evangelists preach to the 
negroes the advantages of the African colony 
on the west coast, and a few colored evangel- 
ists are got together with much trouble and 
more expense to die on shipboard or starve 
in the dark lagoons ofthe promised land. The 
Republic of Liberiais one of the best examples 
possible of the essential difference between 
theory and practice. As a government on 
paper it has advantages which are not to be 
denied. Founded in the days of slavery it 
was acountry of refuge to which the black 
could fly and where he could fourd a repub- 
lic fitted to his peculiar needs. The negro 
had been taken against bis will fronr his na- 
tive jungles and subjected toa strenuous 
civilizing process upon the Southern planta- | 
tions. Eventhough slavery was degrading 
it was only so relatively, and looked at from 
an African point of view it was really an ele- 
vation. The Bible,the wearing of clothes, 
the habit of eating three meals 
a day and divers other civilized institutions 
had been inoculated with much loss of mus- 
culartissue intothe back of the black, and he 
was theoretically ready to go back to his Afri- 
can home and lead his brother savages intoa 
religious and political Canaan. This forming 
of the negro race ia America into a sort of 
composite MOSES was accomplished with 
much enthusiasm and success,| and the Libe- 
rian experiment began. One of the goods to 
be accomplished was the opening up of the 
sickly west coast to trade by a people fitted 
by thousands of years heredity to withstand 
the jungle fevers, The emigrants rotted 
to death beneath the hot blasts 
from the deadly Soudan with a weak irresis- 
tance that would have disgraced an Eskimo 
colony to the same place. Some of them sur- 
vived to carry out the second act of their sol- 
emn political farce, the civilization of the 
natives; Dut taking one consideration with 
another the deported blacks thought it would 
be more complimentary to the people with 
whom they were living to become de-civilized 
as soon as possible,and as a matter of fact the | 
traveler in Liberia, amid the dead level of its 
barbarism, can only distinguish the colonist 
from the home negro by the fact that the emi- 
grant lies with more facility and is much the 
filthier of the two. Quite a number of schools 
were built by misguided Americans which 
are usedas temples for the Hoodoo rites 
and as convenient placestosleepin during 
the rainy season. The College of Liberia, 
built by Boston philanthropists, is crumbling 
away, andis now one of the most magnificent 
ruins inthe country. The Liberian Republic 
adds another page to the history of political 
Utopias, which history might be written with 
one word—failure.

UNDER THE WHEELS. 


The Mangled Body of an Unknown Man 
Found Under a Car. 

This morning Coroner Frank held an in- 
quest on the body of an unknown white man 
whose mangled remains were found about 
2:30 this a.m.onthe Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road tracks between Chouteau avenue and 
Convent street, on the Levee. .James Lynch, 
a night messenger boy, was riding on a train 
and discovered the body lying under a fiat 
car loaded with lumber. He notitied the 
foreman who investigated and found that the 
man was dead. His right arm was badly 
crusbed and the left wrist was broken. Seme 
police offieers were notified and the body 
taken tothe Morgue. The train under which 
the dead body was found had been run on 
the track three hours before the discovery. 
The trainmen were unable to. offer 
any theory as tc how the man fell on the 
track.
